D. Poindexter, assistant surgeon in the 
United States army, who is stationed 
at Fort Hamilton. ‘ ‘ As a matter of fact, 
I have found by experiment upon my­ 
self that I can eat entirely saltless food 
with more relish than usual and with 
no bad results. In doing this I substi­ 
tute the various vegetable condiments 
—sugar, pepper, horse radish, spioes, 
cranberry Banco, pickles, vinegar, olive 
oil, etc.—for salt. When nothing is 
substituted, I find that there is some 
discomfort in the stomach. I have been 
experimenting upon myself sinoe Dec. 
0 last. 
“ The question arises, Supposing it to 
be true that salt is not necessary either 
as a food or as a condiment, does not the 
irritant poison, circulating as it does 
through the blood, throughout the whole 
body, beget an irritation or a sensitive­ 
ness of the tisanes, and so canso a tend 
suey to disease in general? 
Sinoe I 
have foregone the use of salt I find my 
■elf better both physically and mentally 
than I ever was before. One observation 
that I have made in my case is that my 
senses of taste and hearing have become 
more aoute than before to a very marked 
extent Any one wishing to try this ex­ 
periment on himself will find that there 
Is no danger, provided he uses vegetable 
condiments as heretofore noted. 
He 
should go about it somewhat gradually, 
however, and in case any especially bad 
symptoms are threatened he may return 
to the use of salt. 
It is my belief that 
persons with a tendency to stoutness by 
* systematic disuse of salt will be grate­ 
ful for the result and effects. 
“ The broad hypothesis is that miner 
a1 matter (by which I mean that deriv 
ed directly from the earth) is, if no' 
poisonous, at any rate un assimilable an< 
unnecessary for our bodies. 
I am not a 
vegetarian. I eat some meats, bot mach 
more vegetable matter than before be­ 
ginning my experiment. 
Having little 
thirst, I accordingly drink very little 
fluid matter of any kind. 
Fresh fish, 
saltless eggs, milk and oatmeal, apples 
and bananas appease my appetite very 
well, and I find that saltless oom 
especially good. 
To show that I have 
not suffered from voluntary abstention 
from salt it is only necessary to say 
that I weigh 157 pounds and have 
peaceful sleep of 1% hours every night 
I propose to continue my experiment 
simply in the interest of public health 
right to the end. ” —New York Sun.

Captain Polndexti'r I :.r p«T I merit* on Him* 
•e lf to Prove Hi* Theory. 
"Salt is not necessary, either as a 
food or a condiment,” said Captain J. 
D. Poindexter, assistant surgeon in the 
United States army, who is stationed 
at Fort Hamilton. * ‘ As a matter of fact, 
I have found by experiment upon my­ 
self that I can eat entirely saltless food 
with more relish than usual and with 
no bad results. In doing this I substi­ 
tute the various vegetable condiments 
—sugar, pepper, horse radish, spioes, 
cranberry sauce, piokles, vinegar, olive 
oil, etc.—for salt. When nothing is 
substituted, I find that there is some 
discomfort in the stomach. I have been 
experimenting upon myself sinoe Deo. 
6 last. 
"The question arises, Supposing it to 
be true that salt is not necessary either 
as a food or as a oondiment, does not the 
irritant poison, circulating as it does 
through the blood, throughout the whole 
body, beget an irritation or a sensitive* 
ness of the tissues, and so oause a tend 
•noy to disease in general? 
Sinoe I 
have foregone the use of salt I find my 
■elf better both physically and mentally 
than I ever was before. One observation 
that I have made in my oase is that my 
■enees of taste and hearing have become 
more acute than before to a very marked 
extent Any one wishing to try this ex­ 
periment on himself will find that there 
is no danger, provided he uses vegetable 
condiments as heretofore noted. 
He 
should go about it somewhat gradually, 
however, and in oase any especially bad 
•ymptoms are threatened he may return 
to the use of salt. 
It is my belief that 
persons with a tendency to stoutness by 
a systematic disuse of salt will be grate­ 
ful for the result and effects. 
"The broad hypothesis is that miner­ 
al matter (by which I mean that deriv­ 
ed directly from the earth) is, if not 
poisonous, at any rate unaasimilable and 
unnecessary for oar bodies. I am not a 
vegetarian. I eat some meats, but much 
more vegetable matter than before be­ 
ginning my experiment. Having little 
thirst, I accordingly drink very little 
fluid matter of any kind. Fresh fish, 
saltless eggs, milk and oatmeal, apples 
and bananas appease my appetite very 
well, and 1 find that saltless oorn is 
especially good. 
To show that I have 
not suffered from voluntary abstention 
from salt it is only necessary to say 
that I weigh 157 pounds and have a 
peaceful sleep of 1% hours every night 
I propose to continue my experiment 
simply in the interest of publio health 
right to the end. "—New York Sun.

Negotiations have been op**ne I 
through a commission at Baris to set­ 
tle these claims, and an arrangement 
recently effected for the adjustment of 
similar differences between France and 
Gorin; ny gives hopes of success.

West Africa, and the presence of armed 
forces of the contestants in the d is­ 
puted region makes the situation seri­ 
ous. 
The coveted territory lies behind 
French Dahomey, which gives France 
• claim to it on the hinterland theory; 
but its natural outlet is by the Niger, 
the mouth of which is in po: session of 
the British. 
Both powers base rheir 
claim s also on 
treaties with native 
chiefs; but as the same chiefs have con­ 
ceded the same territory to both and 
possibly to the Germans as well, there 
are difficult questions of priority to be 
settled. Negotiations have been opt.»no 1 
through a commission at Paris to set­ 
tle these claims, and an arrangement 
recently effected for the adjustment of 
similar differences between France and 
Gtcmriiv gives hopes of success. 


There are four different grounds on 
which European 
nations 
base th ir 
claims to territory in Africa. 
One is 
actual occupation; another is a tr«atj 
with a native chief, conceding terrV 
lory; a third is the claim that thu 
cupation of the mouth of a river . I t - 1 
a right to the country which it waters, 
«i fourth is the "hinterland” theory, by 
which is meant that a nation which oc­ 
cupies a strip of territory on the coast 
has a right to the country lying behind 
It. 
Of these grounds of claim, the ttrbt 
!e least likely to be contested; but ad 
to th«> others, the same chief may give 
com essions to two or three rival na­ 
tions; or the territory which is claimed 
by one because it is watered by a river 
the mouth of which it controls may be 
claimed by another because it is in the 
“hinterland” or territory which it pos­ 
sesses on the coast.

Washington, Jan. 20.—All flay long 
i:he question of granting 
belligerent 
Tights to the Cuban insurgents, was 
argued in the house, but as on the pre­ 
vious day Cm* minority hurled Itself 
against a stone wall, On the only vote 
"taken—a motion designed to overrule 
the decision of the speaker and direct 
•the committee on foreign affairs to re­ 
port without further delay the Cuban 
resolution passed by the senate at the 
last session — tile Republicans stood 
solid and voted to sustain the chair.

doors and there was considerable ex­ 
citement throughout the early part of 
the session when the members of the 
minority were successively 
pressing 
.all sorts of amendments bearing on the 
’Cuban question for the purpose of em­ 
barrassing the majority. 
During the 
general debate Chairman Hitt, of the 
foreign 
affairs 
committee, made an 
Impressive 
speech, 
explaining

length the situation which made ac­ 
tion by congress inadvisable. Perhaps 
the most 
dramatic

speech came when he declared that 
the insurgents only wished for bel­ 
ligerent rights in the hope and belief 
that this country would become em­ 
broiled in a war 
with Spain, which 
would give them their freedom with 
our triumph. 
Mr. I)iesmnre of Arkansas, the lead­ 
ing mire ; n member of the commit­ 
tee on foreign affairs replied to him, 
and Messrs. Adams of Pennsylvania,

Want to Cut Their Own Timber. 
A telegram from Walker states 
that there is considerable dissatisfac­ 
tion among the Indians on the several 
reservations over the manner in which 
the dead and down timber is beiag 
disposed of. The method of lumping 
off large tracts of timber gives rise to 
the grave apprehension that a power­ 
ful syndicate coDtrels the bidding, 
thereby keeping the prices below 
what they should be, and is satisfact­ 
ory to no one but the purchasers. 
Now that the Leech Lake pine is 
soon to come into market^ the Indians 
are awakened to the fact that if the 
same methods are pursued as in the 
sale of the Red lake timber they will 
receive no benefits from it whatso­ 
ever; hence they are properly bespr­ 
ing themselves for tho adoption eft a 
more equitable manner of disposing 
of their timber. The plan most fav­ 
ored by them is to allow them to cut 
their own timber, or contract with 
white men to do so, and the timber 
when so cut, to be sold at bank scale 
at market values. 
In order to bring 
this about they are now circulating a 
petition addressed to Congressman 
Eddy, asking birn to secure the neces­ 
sary legislation to carry out their view.

T hose of our readers who are in­ 
terested in the new immigration law 
will find the following synopsis in­ 
teresting. All immigrants, physically 
capable and over IG years of age, shall 
be able to read or write the English 
language or some other language, 
but a person not able to read or write 
who is over 50 years of age and is the 
parent or grandparent of a qualified 
immigrant over 21 years of age and 
capable of supporting such a parent 
or grand parent may accompany the 
immigrant, or the parent or grand­ 
parent may be sent for and come to 
join the family of the child or grand­ 
child over 21 years of age qualified 
under the law. A wife or minor child 
not able to read or write may accom­ 
pany or be sent for aud come to join 
the husband or parent who is qualified. 
The act does not apply to persons

American enterprise developed 
the islands and created their wealth. 
For sixty years the United States has 
guarded and protected them, and (lur­ 
ing that period It has repeatedly nor! 
fled other nations that it should regard 
any interference in the Sandwich isl­ 
ands as an act of hostility, and other 
nations have accepted this declaration 
and recognized its force. That ultimate 
annexation would be the result of this 
policy long continued has been 
well 
known, and the treaty now before the 
Senate is the third one which we have 
made. 
A policy so steady and so long 
settled, observed equally by all politi­ 
cal parties, was not lightly undertaken 
nor carelessly sustained, and it brings 
with it the responsibility of final ful­ 
fillment. 
The time of that fulfillment 
has now come. 
The Islands are of enormous import­ 
ance to the United States from a mili­ 
tary point of view. 
Examine the map 
and you will see that they are about 
equidistant from every point of 
the 
great circle of coast reaching from the 
farthest Aleutian island to San Diego, 
and yet the objection Is seriously made 
that in case of war the Sandwich isl­ 
ands would he to us a source of weak­ 
ness, because an enemy could probably 
take them. 
So the people who make 
this objection propose to hand the isl­ 
ands over to a foreign power before 
war occurs. 
With Hawaii in the hands 
of another nation a hostile fleet would 
he In striking distance of all our Pa­ 
cific coast. 
In our hands no enemy 
could attack the Pacific coast and leave 
Hawaii as a menace in their rear. They 
would have to take the islands first, 
and It is better to fight from at Honolu­ 
lu than at San Francisco. 
The commercial importance of the 
islands equals their military import­ 
ance. 
They form the only large group 
north of the equator. 
They are the key 
of the Pacific as Important to our P a ­ 
cific trade as Gibraltar or Malta 
to 
England’s eastern commerce. With the 
powers of Europe dividing the coast of 
China among them, to refuse to annex 
Hawaiian islands would be the aban­ 
donment of all hope of sharing in the 
commerce of the Pacific, and would also 
bring European powers, our rivals in 
trade, fifteen hundred miles nearer to 
our shores. 
While the advantages of 
annexation to us are so immeasurable 
they are not less to the people of the 
islands. 
Excluding the Chinese 
and 
Japanese, who are contract 
laborers, 
and have no right in a voice in the dis­ 
position of Hawaii, a majority of all 
the other people favor annexation. Ad­ 
mitting that the 20,000 doubtful signa­ 
tures of the so-called native petition 
represent that number of signers and 
voters, there still remains a decisive 
majority, including nearly one-half the 
natives and all the whites are in favor 
of annexation. 
Moreover, 
the duly 
elected and recognized government has 
ratified the treaty, and we have never 
gone behind the action of the govern­ 
ment in any annexation we have made. 
We took no note of the people in Flor­ 
ida, or Louisiana, or California when 
we annexed those great regions to the 
national domain. 
Finally, it should 
Vie remembered that under the flag of 
the United States the people of 
the 
Sandwich Islands would have a freer 
and more stable government than they 
have ever enjoyed or than any other 
nation could give them. 
From the military and commercial 
point of view, for the protection of our 
coast and the very existence of 
our 
trade in the Pacific the position 
of 
those islands is of vital importance, 
but there is one other 
consideration 
even stronger than these. 
The men 
who have made those islands what they 
are and have given them all the value 
which they possess 
arc 
Americans. 


! They are our own kith and kin. Many 
( ’ them fought for the Union in the war 
of the Rebellion, and they 
celebrate 
Memorial day as we do. 
They have 
gone there under the assurance that 
we would guard and protect them. 
If 
wre do not annex those islands 
now 
those people will be engulfed by the in­ 
rush of Asiatics.* We have no right to 
leave them to such a fate. 
If we re­ 
ject them their only possible hope of 
escape would he to place themselves 
beneath the English flag. 
Within six­ 
ty days after the rejection of annexa­ 
tion the Hawaiian Islands would pass 
.either to England or Japan, and we 
should have no right to object. When 
we definitely refuse 
annexation 
we 
must withdraw our ships and abandon 
the Islands. 
Some errors can be re­ 
trieved after their commission, but a 
refusal to annex Hawaii would be an 
irretrievable mistake. 
If we do not 
take the Islands now they will be lost 
to us forever.

The engineer can be very com­ 
fortable if ho is quite sure of tin* track 
ahead, and it is only in rounding curves 
or in approaching crossings th at he 
feels nervous, and it is doubtful if it is 
any more strain to run a locomotive a t 
high speed than to ride a bicycle 
through crowded thoroughfares. Ju d g ­ 
ing by the countenances of the bicycle 
rider and the engineer, the engineer haa 
rath e r the best of it.

To the Editor: 
American m ission­ 
aries christianized and civilized 
H a­ 
waii. 
American enterprise developed 
the islands and created their wealth. 
F or sixty years the United States has 
guarded and protected them, and (lur­ 
ing th at period it has repeatedly nori 
fled other nations th a t It should regard 
any interference in the Sandwich isl­ 
ands as an act of hostility, and other 
nations have accepted this declaration 
and recognized Its force. T hat ultim ate 
annexation would be the result of this 
policy long continued has been 
well 
known, and the treaty now before the 
Senate is the third one which we have 
made. 
A policy so steady and so long 
settled, observed equally by all politi­ 
cal parties, was not lightly undertaken 
nor carelessly sustained, and It brings 
with it the responsibility of final ful­ 
fillment. 
The time of th a t fulfillment 
has now come. 
The islands are of enormous im port­ 
ance-to the United States from a m ili­ 
tary point of view. 
Exam ine the map 
and you will see th at they are about 
equi-dlstant from every point of 
the 
great circle of coast reaching from the 
farthest Aleutian island to San Diego, 
and yet the objection is seriously made 
th a t in case of w ar the Sandwich isl­ 
ands would he to us a source of w eak­ 
ness, because an enemy could probably 
take them. 
So the people who m ake 
this objection propose to hand the Isl­ 
ands over to a foreign power before 
w ar occurs. 
W ith Hawaii In the hands 
of another nation a hostile fleet would 
bo in striking distance of all our P a­ 
cific coast. 
In our hands no enemy 
could attack the Pacific coast and leave 
Hawaii as a menace in their rear. They 
would have to take the islands first, 
and It is better to fight from at Honolu­ 
lu than at San Francisco. 
The commercial Importance of the 
islands equals their m ilitary im port­ 
ance. 
They form the only large group 
north of the equator. 
They are the key 
of the Pacific as im portant to our P a ­ 
cific trade as G ibraltar or Malta 
to 
E ngland’s eastern commerce. W ith the 
powers of Europe dividing the coast of 
China among them, to refuse to annex 
Hawaiian Islands would be the aban­ 
donm ent of all hope of sharing in the 
commerce of the Pacific, and would also 
bring European powers, our rivals in 
trade, fifteen hundred miles nearer to 
our shores. 
W hile the advantages of 
annexation to us are so Immeasurable 
they are not less to the people of the 
islands. 
Excluding the Chinese 
and 
Japanese, who are contract 
laborers, 
and have no right in a voice in the dis­ 
position of Hawaii, a m ajority of all 
the other people favor annexation. Ad­ 
m itting that the 20,000 doubtful signa­ 
tures of the so-called native petition 
represent th a t num ber of signers and 
voters, there still rem ains a decisive 
majority, including nearly one-half the 
natives and all the whites are In favor 
of annexation. 
Moreover, 
the 
duly 
elected and recognized governm ent has 
ratified the treaty, and we have never 
gone behind the action of the govern­ 
ment in any annexation we have made. 
We took no note of the people in F lor­ 
ida, or Louisiana, or California when 
we annexed those great regions to the 
national domain. 
Finally, it should 
be remembered th a t under the flag of 
the United States the people of 
the 
Sandwich Islands would have a freer 
and more stable governm ent than they 
have ever enjoyed or th an any other 
nation could give them. 
From the m ilitary and commercial 
point of view, for the protection of our 
coast and the very existence of 
our 
trade in the Pacific the position 
of 
those Islands is of vital importance, 
but there Is one other 
consideration 
even stronger than these. 
The 
men 
who have m ade those islands w hat they 
are and have given them all the value 
which they possess 
arc 
Americans. 


They are our own kith and kin. Many 


( ' them fought for the Union in the war 
of the Rebellion, and they 
celebrate 
Memorial day as we do. 
They have 
gone there under the assurance that 
we would guard and protect them. 
If 
we do not annex those islands 
now 
those people will be engulfed by the in­ 
rush of Asiatics. * We have no right to 
leave them to such a fate. 
If we re­ 
ject them their only possible hope of 
escape w'ould be to place themselves 
beneath the English flag. 
W ithin six­ 
ty days after the rejection of annexa­ 
tion the H aw aiian Islands would pass 
e ith e r to England or Japan, and we 
should have no right to object. W hen 
we definitely refuse 
annexation 
we 
m ust w ithdraw our ships and abandon 
the Islands. 
Some errors can be re­ 
trieved after their commission, but a 
refusal to annex Hawaii would be an 
Irretrievable mistake. 
If we do not 
take the Islands now they will be lost 
to us forever. 
It is not to be believed 
th at the Congress of the United States 
will abandon the fixed American policy 
of more than half a century and m ake 
such a terrible blunder as this.

age act upon the statute books im m e­ 
diately after the next presidential elec­ 
tion. 
W hen th at is done this country 
will be placed in a position of enor­ 
mous advantage over every gold stan d ­ 
ard country. 
We will forthw ith com­ 
m and m arkets which are now shared 
or absolutely controlled by European 
countries. 
The loss of their m arkets 
Is bound to result in friction, which 
will ultim ately break into open hostil­ 
ity. 
It is doubtful if the opponents of 
H aw aiian annexation understand the 
situation. 
There is no such m isunder­ 
standing in Europe. 
On November 26 
Goluchowski, the A ustrian m inister of 
public affairs, said in a public address: 
“ A turning point has been reached 
in European development which calls 
for the unrem itting attention of gov­ 
ernm ents. 
The destructive competi­ 
tion with trans-oceanic countries re­ 
quires prom pt and thorough 
counter­ 
acting measures or the vital interests 
of the people of Europe aVe

The tw entieth century

“The press dispatches say,” contin­ 
ued Mr. Keeney, “th a t these utterances 


T hey m ean th a t Europe m ust hav« 
m arkets to keep its people busy, or dis­ 
tress and insurrection and the over­ 
turning of their m onarchlal systems 
will follow. 
It means th a t this coun­ 
try is com peting with Europe so de­ 
structively th a t they can no 
longer 
hold their own in a simple economic 
competition, and m ust lose their m ar­ 
kets or fight.

through which the bayonet

the workmen as “ burden,” into

few feet below this the tem perature of 
1,000 degrees F ahrenheit has decom­ 
posed the limestone and formed car­ 
bonic acid and 
lime. 
Beneath this 
there is a strata with a tem perature of 
1.500 to 1,700 degrees. 
In this the iron 
is reduced from the ore and is taking 
up carbon. 
Below this the iron 
is 
melted and fills the receptacles. Above 
the Iron is the 
slag, which escapes 
through a hole at the top of the hearth. 
At the bottom of the hearth is a n a r­ 
row opening from which the cast iron 
is taken. 
A furnace is tapped 
six 
times a day and furnishes about 700 
tons of iron daily. 
W hen the furnace 
is em pty the tap hole is closed with 
clay. 
W hen It is again filled this clay 
is broken out and the melted metal at 
a white heat flows down through the 
channels, spreading to the right and 
left into the smaller depressions pre­ 
pared for its reception. 
These are so 
arranged that the molds at the 
ex­ 
treme edges fill first and those near 
the furnace are the last ones to be com­ 
pleted.

“ Salt is not necessary, either as a 
food or a condiment, ” said Captain J. 
D. Poindexter, assistant surgeon in the 
United States army, who is stationed 
at Fort Hamilton. “ As a m atter of fact, 
I have found by experiment upon my­ 
self that I can eat entirely saltlesH food 
with more relish than usual and with 
no bad results. Iu doing this I substi­ 
tute the various vegetable condiments 
— sugar, pepper, horse radish, spioeH, 
cranberry sauce, pickles, vinegar, olive 
oil, etc.—for Bait. 
W hen nothing is 
substituted, I find that there is some 
discomfort in the stomach. I have been 
experimenting upon myself sinoe Dec. 
8 last. 
. 
“ The question arises, Supposing it to 
be true that salt i« not necessary eith.tr 
as a food or as a condiment, does not the 
irritant poison, circulating as it does 
through the blood, throughout tho whole 
aody, beget an irritation or a sensitive­ 
ness of tho tissues, aud rn cause a tend^ 
enoy to disease in general? 
Biune 
tiave foregone the use of salt I find m y­ 
self better both physically and mentally 
than I ever was before. Ono observation 
th at I have mado in my case is that ray 
senses of tanto and hearing have become 
more acute thau before to a very marked 
extent. Any one wishing to try this ex­ 
perim ent on himself will find that there 
is no danger, provided he uses vegetable 
condiments as heretofore noted. 
Ile 
should go about it somewhat gradually, 
however, and in caso any especially bad 
symptoms are threatened he may return 
to tho use of salt. 
It is my belief that 
persons w ith a tendency to stoutness by 
a systematic disuse of salt will be grate­ 
ful for the result and effects. 
“ Tho broad hypothesis is that m iner­ 
al m atter (by wbioh I moan that deriv­ 
ed directly from tho earth) Is, if not 
poisonous, at any rate u n a ssa ila b le and 
unnecessary for our bodies. 
I am not a 
vegetarian. I eat soino meats, but much 
more vegetable m atter than before be­ 
ginning my experiment. 
Having little 
thirst, I accordingly drink very little 
fluid m atter of any kind. 
Fresh fish, 
saltless eggs, m ilk and oatmeal, apples 
and bananas appease my appetite very 
well, and I find that saltless coni is 
especially good. 
To show that I have 
not suffered from voluntary abstention 
from salt it is only necessary to say 
that I weigh 157 pounds aud have a 
peaceful sleep of 7% hours overy night. 
I propose to continue my experiment 
simply in tho interest of public health 
right to the end. ” —New V ork Bun.

Indian Commissioner Jones says 
that he will endorse the adverse re­ 
port prepared by Land Commissioner 
Horman to be submitted to the house 
on the bill introduced by Represent­ 
ative Morris, allowing actual settlers 
on the Mille Lacs reservation to per­ 
fect titles to land under the general 
land laws, says the Washington cor­ 
respondent of the Pioneer Press.

A m erican en terp rise developed 
th e island s and created their w ealth. 
F o r s ix ty years th e U nited S tates has 
guarded and protected them , and dur­ 
ing th a t period it h as repeatedly nori 
fiod other n atio n s th a t it should regard 
any interferen ce in th e S andw ich isl­ 
an ds as an act o f h o stility , and other 
n atio n s h a v e accepted this declaration 
and recognized its force. T h a t u ltim ate 
a n n ex a tio n w ould he th e result of this 
policy long con tinu ed has been 
w ell 
k n o w n , and the treaty now before the 
S en a te is the third o n e w hich we have 
made. 
A policy so stead y and so long 
settled, observed eq u ally by all p o liti­ 
cal parties, was not ligh tly undertaken 
nor carelessly su sta in ed , and it brings 
w ith it the resp on sib ility o f final fu l­ 
fillm ent. 
The tim e o f that fulfillm ent 
has now come. 
T h e islands are of en o rm o u s im port­ 
a n ce to the U nited S ta tes from a m ili­ 
tary point of view . 
E x a m in e the m ap 
and you w ill se e th at they are ab out 
eq u i-d istant from ev ery point of 
the 
g rea t circle of coast rea ch in g from the 
fa rth est A leutian island to San D iego, 
and y et the objection is seriously m ade 
that in case of w ar the Sand w ich is l­ 
a n d s would he to us a source of w’oak- 
ness, because an e n em y could probably 
ta k e them . 
So th e people w ho m ak e 
this objection propose to hand th e is l­ 
ands over to a foreign pow er before 
w ar occurs. 
W ith H aw aii In the h an d s 
of a n o th er nation a h o stile fleet would 
he in strik in g d ista n ce of all our P a ­ 
cific coast. 
In our h an d s no en em y 
could attack the Pacific coast and leave 
H aw aii as a m enace in their rear. T h ey 
w ould h ave to tak e th e isla n d s first, 
and it is bettor to fight from at H on olu ­ 
lu than at San Francisco. 
T h e com m ercial im portan ce of the 
isla n d s equals their m ilitary im port­ 
ance. 
T h ey form the only large group 
north of the equator. 
T h ey are the key 
of th e Pacific a s im portant to our P a ­ 
cific trade as G ib raltar or Malta 
to 
E n glan d's eastern com m erce. W ith the 
p ow ers of Europe d iv id in g the coast of 
C hina am ong them , to refuse to a n n ex 
H aw aiian island s w ould lie the a b a n ­ 
d o n m en t of all hope o f sh a rin g in the 
co m m erce of the Pacific, and would also 
b rin g E uropean pow ers, our rivals in 
trade, fifteen hundred m iles nearer to 
our shores. 
W h ile th e ad v a n ta g es of 
a n n e x a tio n to us aro so im m easu rab le 
they are not le ss to th e people of the 
island s. 
E x c lu d in g th e C hinese 
and 
Jap an ese, w ho are contract 
laborers, 
and have n o righ t in a voice in the d is­ 
p osition of H aw aii, a m ajority of all 
the other people favor an nexation . A d ­ 
m ittin g that the 20,000 doubtful s ig n a ­ 
tures of the so -ca lled n a tiv e petition 
represent that n um ber of sign ers and 
voters, tin re still rem a in s a decisive 
m ajority, in clu d in g n early o n e-h a lf the 
n a tiv e s and all the w h ites are in favor 
of a n n e x a tio n . 
M oreover, 
the 
duly 
elected and recognized g overnm ent has 
ratified the treaty, and we have never 
g o n e behind the action of th e g o v er n ­ 
m ent in an y a n n e x a tio n w e h ave made. 
W e took no note of tlie people in F lo r­ 
ida, or L ouisiana, or C aliforn ia w hen 
we an n exed th o se great regions to the 
n a tion al dom ain. 
F in a lly , it should 
lie rem em bered that under the flag of 
the U nited S tates th e people of 
the 
S a n d w ich Islands w ould h a v e a freer 
and m ore stable g o v e r n m e n t than th ey 
h a v e ever enjoyed or than any oth er 
n ation could g ive them . 
F ro m th e m ilitary and com m ercial 
point of view , for the protection o f our 
coast and the very e x iste n c e of 
our 
trade in the Pacific the position 
of 
th o se islan d s is of v ita l im portance, 
hut th ere is on e oth er 
consideration 
even stro n g er th a n these. 
T he 
m en 
w h o h ave m ade those isla n d s w hat th ey 
are and h a v e given th em all the v alu e 
w h ich th e y possess 
are 
A m ericans.

T h ey are our ow n kith and kin. M any

T h ey have 
g on e there under the assu ran ce that 
we would guard and p rotect them .

w e do not annex th o se island s 
now 
those people will be en gu lfed hv the in ­ 
rush o f A siatics.* W e h a v e n o right to 
leave them to such a fate. 
If w e re- 
jeet them their only p o ssib le hope of 
escape w ould he to p lace th e m se lv e s 
b eneath th e E nglish flag. 
W ith in s ix ­ 
ty d a y s a fter the rejection o f a n n e x a ­ 
tion th e H aw aiian Islan d s would pass 
eith er to E n g la n d or Japan, and w e 
should have no right to object.

m ust w ithdraw our sh ip s and abandon 
the Islands.
